Four more of the Republican reser-
vations were readopted, two of them
without change while negotiations for
a compromise on the keystone prob-
lem of article ten were pressed toward
a conclusion, apparently unaffected
by the renewed declaration of Presi-
dent Wilson against any material
weakening of the treaty’s provisions.
The President’s letter, coming at a
time when the article ten negotia-
tions were declared by one of their
sponsors to have brought the two sidea
“very near together” was given wide-
y different interpretations. But the
Democratic senators working for a
rompromise continued their efforts
telling their colleagues they felt free
o act since the executive had not
‘een fit to say he would pocket the
sreaty if it came back to him with
ympromise reservafions.

Reservatians Swept Aside.
